WASHINGTON — In an emo- 
tional day like few others in Sen- 
ate history, California psychology 
professor Christine Blasey Ford 
quietly but firmly recounted her 


“100 percent” certainty Thursday 
that President Donald Trump’s 
nominee for the Supreme Court 
had sexually assaulted her when 
they were teenagers — and then 
Brett Kavanaugh defiantly testi- 
fied he was “100 percent certain” 
he did no such thing. 

That left senators to decide 


whether the long day tipped their 
confirmation votes for or against 
Trump’s nominee in a deeply par- 
tisan fight with the future of the 
high court and possibly control of 
Congress in the balance. 
Showing their own certainty, 
Republicans quickly scheduled 
a recommendation vote for this 


morning in the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, where they hold n 
11-10 majority. They’re hoping 
for a final Senate roll call next 
week, seating Kavanaugh on the 
court for the October start of its 
new term.

US. business leaders say Trump's move is proving too costly

DETROIT — From Ford to 
Walmart to Procter & Gam- 
ble, a growing number of 
iconic American companies 
are warning that President 
Donald Trump’s tariffs on 
U.S. imports are raising 
their costs and prices.
